Hut they didn't invent the tlyinj; nniehine, be- 
cause they did not believe it eould l)e doiu- — lor it had never heen 
done. Edison would never have invented anything if he had been 
one of those who l)olieve that because a thing which has never been 
done cannot bo done. 

There Are men in every factory who follow a .given course 
throughout their lives hceauso of the belief that "it can't be done," 
because it has never been done. Some of the greatest advancements 
lhatiiave been made have been by those who were "so foolish as not 
to know that it couldn't he done." 

Mergenthaler, the inventor of the type-setting machine, was of 
that type. He had never been in a i)rintinK office, and knew noth- 
ing about setting typ<'. So he didn't know tinit ii niaehine couldn't 
be built that wotild set type. Those who worked in the office and 
were familiar with the process of setting type knew it couldn't be 
done. Inventors who undertook the thing visited printing oflfiees 
and after watching the men set type, turned away and gave it up 
because "it couldn't bo done." But Merj^enthaler, the jeweler, the 
man who had been used to nuikiiif; wheels for watches, didn't visit a 
printing office. When told of the frreat need of ii machine for settinf; 
type he didn't know it coiddn't be done, and he did it. lie mii<ie a 
machine that has niade the modern newspaper possible. 

The truth is, there is nothing which eaiuiot be done; tliei-e is 
nothing impossible. The human mind has never conceived a prob 
lem which cannot be worked out— otherwise the mind could not 
have conceived it. All things are possible — a trite saying to he sure 
— to the nmn who doesn't know that it cannot be done.

They 
forget that everything inortnl, whether individual or instinlution, so 
long as it exists upon this earth has not only a soul but a body. To 
keep the sotil of the church foremost in the mind is the right atti 
tude. But the body nuist not be forgotten. 

With an individual, if the body is well-nourished and taken care 
of as a lAatter of course, the owner's mind and soul are free to roam 
whatever fields they will. Of the body he is scarcely conscious at idl. 
But the moment the body is neglected, it becomes insistent, <ind the 
ownier can think of nothing else until its needs are fulfilled. 

It's just 80 with a churcli. So long as the pastor is paid a decent 
living salary, and paid it promptly as the manager of a bu.siness 
would be; so long as repairs and upkeep to the editiee are attended 
to in a prompt and business-like' maimer, just so long the church is 
free to exercise its religious and civic functions ns the representa- 
tive of its Pounder. But the moment the management becomes slack, 
stingy, careless, that minute the spiritual power begins to wane, to 
become subservient to the material needs. 

The man who belongs to a einh pays his dm-s regularly and does 
not hcgrude the steward his recompense. The plan should apply to 
the religious club which is the body of the church. 

The man who begins to plan for this town will soon be calling 
it "my" town.

I'rolilbitiuii leaders were asked by 
the President, in order to prevent de- 
lay in passing the food control bill, to 
drop their light against the roanufac 
tare of beer, wines and other light In- 
lo.vlcants. With a formal response 
from tlie "drys" deferred, senate lead 
ers of all factions quickly reached an 
understanding to limit absolute prohl- 
hiiion to diatilled spirits. 

President Wilson exchanged letters 
with the Key. Dr. James Cannon, 
chairman of the National Antl-Saloon 
Lifeaguu's executive committee and 
called senate leaders to the White 
House In his efforts to harmonise dit- 
fcrencei and smooth the way for final 
enactnuMii of the food measure. 

"Uone dry" legislation was written 
into the bill before it passed the house 
I and the Senate Agricultural commit 
' tee amended the pi;ovlsion to prohibit 
the manufacture of distilled spirits by 
empowering the President to permit 
the making of beer and wine. 
Must Pass QoItUy 

In his letter to Dr. Cannon the PreS' 
idcnt said Senator Martin, the Demo- 
cratic leader, had asked him to eX' 
press his views on the food-liquor leg- 
islaticn regarding "the wisest and 
most patriotic policy to he pursued" 
and added: 

"I regard the immediate passage of 
the bill as of vital consequence to the 
safety and defense ot the nation, "nme 
is of the essence; and yet it has be- 
come eridettt that heated and protract' 
ed debate will delay the passage of the 
bill Indefinitely if the provisions af' 
fectlng the manufacture of beer and 
wines are retained and insisted upon. 

"In these oircnmstances I have not 
hesitated to say to members ot the 



senate who have heen kind enough to 
consult me that It would undoubtedly 
b« In th^^ubiio Interest in this very 
critical matter U the Mm4s ot tkfaw 
provislOM^honUI' ooOMiit to their 
nliminaMqaifrom the prtsent measure. 

"Feeling that your comrdttoo Is act- 
uated by the same patriotic motives 
these considerations may seem to yon. 
as they seem to me, to be imperative."
